land became president the disaster* 
w hich were superinduced by the policy 
of extreme protection became palpable 
to the people, and blame for unfortu- 
nate conditions was placed upon the 
democratic administration, which had 
neither part nor parcel in the formation 
of the McKinley bill.

Washington. Feb. 6 . — (Special.) — 
"Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, 
is not a democrat,” says ex-Spcaker 
Crisp, of Georgia. “1 have no doubt 
that he will l>e charged to the demo- 
cratic party and that his speech in the 
senate will be regarded as a democratic 
senatorial repudiation of the demo- 
cratic administration.” 

Mr. Crisp is not the only democrat 
of prominence in the national capital 
who repudiates Tillman and his ut- 
terances. As a matter of fact Senator 
Tillman is a populist. He was regard- 
ed as a member of that party when be 
was elected to the senate; was counted 
by the populist senators as on? of theii 
numlier; and only decided to call him- 
self a straight democrat when he came 
to Washington and entered the senate 
last December. He was elected by a 
combination of recalcitrant democrats 
with the body of the populists of South 
Carolina, just as Senator Butler, of 
North Carolina, was elected to the sen- 
ate by a similar combination in that 
state. Although Senator Butler has 
taken a scat on the republican side of 
the senate he is honest enough to state 
that he is a populist, while Senator 
Tillman sits on the democratic side of 
the senate chamber and asserts that 
he is a democrat. 

The recent sensational speech of 
Senator Tillman is generally regarded 
as the most disgraceful utterance that 
has been made upon the floor of the 
senate for very many years. A num- 
ber of senators sny that if the speech 
hod been delivered during a campaign 
In any public place it might have met 
with approval, because of the many 
truths told by the senator in a home- 
ly manner; but the utterance of such 
a tirade upon the floor of the senate 
»■»« altogether out of order, without 
precedent, and receive*, as it deserves, 
general condemnation. Although the 
senator who delivered the harangue 
claims to be a democrat, no sensible 
citizen will suppose for a moment that 
his utterances can be charged to the 
democratic jiarty. Senator Tillman 
Is a political freak. He will strut about 
the legislative stage for six years and 
then drop iuto the oblivion to which 
all terrible nightmares are consigned. 

Immediately after the utterances of 
Senator Tillman became public prop- 
erty. the Washington correspondents 
of republican papers and the editorial 
writers in similar partisan newspapers 
began to taunt the democrats with 
sneers concerning this new accession 
to the democratic party. It would be 
just ns reHsouable to charge Senator 
Paffer. of Kansas, the long-whiskered 
populist, to the republican party, be- 
cause he sits on the repub- 

lican side of the senate cham- 
ber. Senator Allen, of Nebraska, 
tbe populist who spoke continuous- 
ly for 15 hours on the silver purchase 
repeal bill, was elected by a republican 
legislature; but he is a populist, and 
It would be unfair to charge him to the 
republican party. Senator Kyle, of 
South Dakota, was elected by a repub- 
lican legislature, but it would not be 
right to charge him to the republican 
party, because he is a populist. The 
only difference between the populist 
senators from Kansas, Nebraska, 
South Dakota and the populist sena- 
tor front South Carolina is that the lat- 
ter has recently proclaimed himself to 
be b member of the democratic party, 
without the consent, of that party. He 
may swing hi 6 pitchfork, use billings- 
gate, wave the red flag of anarchy and 
otherwise disgrace the United States 
senate, but he cannot make himself a 
democratic leader. 

The speech of Senator Tillman was 
aimed at the white house, but overshot 
the mark. A democratic senator who 
has long been on terms of personal 
friendship with President Cleveland 
called at the executive mansion on the 
day after the delivery of the speech and 
incidentally referred to the matter, 
when the president said: “I was not 

surprised when informed that Senator 
Tillman was delivering a speech de- 
nunciatory of the administration and 
filled with personal abuse of the presi- 
dent aud members of his cabinet. That 
Is what Mr. Tillman can* to Washing- 
ton for. I was not amazed nor startled 
when I read the speech, because 1 had 
long known the characteristic qualities 
and radical methods of the new senator 
from South Carolina. 1 presume that 
he will deliver other speeches of a simi- 
lar character from time to time. It 
may do him good ajid will do no one any 
harm except in as far as it may bring 
contempt upon the senate.” 

Secretary Carlisle was called upon 
and asked for his opinion concerning 
the new senator and his Dew style of 
speech making, and Secretary Carlisle 
said: ' “1 have been a democrat all of 
my life and have been before tbe public 
for many years, and my political public 
career ia in itself all of the answer 
it seems to me should be necessary to 
an arsault of that kind.” 

In reply to an inquiry made by your 
correspondent. Vid8 President Steven- 
son said: “Those who have criticised 

me do not understand the fact that the 
rules of the senate give the presiding 
officer no authority to interfere with 
the utterances of senators. It is only 
when oue senator cal is a not l*-r to order 
that t be vice president is called upon to 
lay the question of order before the 
senate. It is not proper for the rice 
president in his chair or in his private 
room toexpress any opinion concerning 
the orderly conduct or disorderly con- 
duct of members of tbe senate.”

Washington. Feb. 8 . — (Special.) — In 
the national tKiu.se of rt-pm*ent«Uvea 
the republicans have avoided all issues 
of national importance up to date and 
propone to continue a policy of inertia. 
In order to deceive the people with the 
fanfaronade of false pretenses they 
have decided to attack our ambassador 
to Great Britain with a rote of censure 
Ivcsusr of hut utterances, at the dinner 
table* of his personal friends in Kng- 
land and Scotland. Ambassador Bay- 
ard has not only made a great many 
personal friends for himself, but has 
endeavor?*! to make friends for his 
country. It is in diplomatic circles re 
gardrd os good policy, and a jiart of the 
leiundi-n duty of every ambassador and 
minister, to inculcate friendly relations 
» ith the leading people of the countries 
tow hicli they are accredited, lnthe ful- 
fillment of this important diplomatic 
duty Ambassador Bayard has said 
many pleasaut things to the people of 
(•real Britain, and. thereby enhancing 
his personal popularity in that coun- 
try, has increased his influence for the 
welfare of this republic. 

The speeches of Ambassador Bayard 
which have lieen made the subject of 
partisan assault in the bouse of repre- 
sentatives were in some degree indis- 
creet. Some of the best friends of Am- 
ba.- sudor ltayard sav that in bis laud- 
able endeavor to placate public senti- 
ment he seems to have said more than 
was really necessary. Nevertheless, 
many prominent republican*, who 
have personally known Ambassador 
Bayard and w ho understand him fully, 
sr.y that he is a true American, a patri- 
ot, and a statesman of whom bis coun- 
try may well lie proud. If it were not 
for the fact that the presi.tcntial cam- 
jNtigri approaches and that tbe repub- 
lican |>arty is without an Issue, no at- 
tention would have brew paid to his ut- 
terances of either bourn- of congres*. 
The republ icons, however, have deter- 
mined to make an issue of Ambassador 
Bayard and to impugn hji patriotism 
in order to thereby create an impres- 
sion among the people that the demo- 
cratic jiarty ia responsible for all of 
the ills which have come upon out 
country during the past three years, 
and to emphasize their camjiaign plan 
by asserting that free trade is a menace 
to the interests of our country. 

They do not atop to think, nor do 
they care, that the humiliation of an 
ambassador of this country for cam- 
j*ign purjtoses ia a deeper humiliation 
to our republic than it can possibly 
l>e to the honorable gentleman whose 
name ia involved, or to the party of 
w hlch hr is a distinguished and worthy 
representative. With the infatuation 
of jwrly blindnesa and carelessness, the 
republicans have started this issue; 
and thereby they have brought dis- 
credit upon our people and upon our 
nation. No other country has ever 
suffered such self-humiliation before 
the world. 

President Cleveland and Secretary 
Olney are satisfied w ith the services of 
Ambassador Bayard. Neither one of 
them has ever aaid aught save in praise 
of that eminent official. No matter 
what the house of representative*. in it* 
pnroxyms of patriaaa rancor .might aay 
or do, Ambassador Bayard would be 
retained and maintained at hia post. 
The petty envies and Jealousies of 
narrow-minded ah outers of republican- 
ism will not affect the standing and in- 
tegrity of a worthy public servant, as 
long as Grover Cleveland is in the white 
house.

He warn at one time private secre- 
tary to Senator Oliver P. Morton, of 
Indiana. Afterwards be was a clerk 
In the department of state. Then, 
for about ten years, he was an assistant 
secretary of state; and hence is thor- 
oughly familiar with the amenities of 
diplomatic life.

the right of suffrage was not one of the 
necessary privileges of a citizen of tlie 
United Slates by saying iu the conclu- 
sion of the decision: “Being unani- 

mously of the opinion that the Constitu- 
tion of the Uniie> I States does not confer 
tlie right ot suffrage upon any one, and 
that tlie eonslituiions and laws of the 
several Stales w hich commit that impor 
taut trust to men alone, aie lot necessa- 
rily void weatfiriu the judgment of the 
court below.” 

So tiie Judges of the Supreme Court, I 
w ho rendered the Yarborough decision of 
1884, affirmed ttiat tlie right of suffrage 
was one of tiie necessary privileges of 
the constitutions aud laws confining it to 
un-ii only were in violation of the cousli 
tution of ;he United Stale* ls amended, 
and consequently void, when they af- 
firmed iu that decisi >u that the right to 
vote for members of Congress iu the 
States was “conferred by tiie Constitu- 
tion of the United States” upon tlie “citi 
zen,” anil guaranteed against the statutes 
of the states by the first section of its 
Fourteenth amendment. 

Aud nave thus declared that first see 
tion of Die Fourteenth amendment has 
annulled the wool “male” iu tlie consti- 
tutions ami laws of the States confining 
the right of suffrage to men, and restored 
! to ilie female citizens of the United 
States that right to vote for 'tate officers 
and for members of Cong rest , which they 
exercised m New Jersey until 1807. 

So 1 hope you gentlemen will report a 
bill to Cougres* protecting white and 
black women iu their constitutional right 
to vote for uiembeis of the United Mates
